full to overflowing—the most practical demonstration 

that the American dairyman finds the breed profitable. 

We come to Minnesota for our Annual Meeting, not as 
tourists, nor even only as welcome guests—we come as on 
a mission. We hope, and we believe, it was the thought 
of the Executive Committee that new faces would appear 
to participate in the deliberations of the meeting and pro- 
gram, and further that our close contact would bring into 
the list of members new names—new to the membership 
lists, but well established names in the breed in this great 
mid-north central area. 

The word mission may be used here in an unusual way 
to some, but it would seem that before progress beyond 
an established plane may be hoped for, two things are 
necessary. 

First, The American Guernsey Cattle Club must as a unit 
know intimately the problems of all areas. 

Second, there is but one way to learn the solution of 
these problems and that, we believe, is contact in the 
“atmosphere’”’ of these areas. 

So we come with unusual pride to report to the mem- 
bership our operations of the past fiscal year. May we 
point out our use of the word “‘operations”’ instead of the 
word “progress.” 

Your secretary told the staff that he proposed to present 
a report without the use of a certain word. ‘“‘Let us try to 
be smart enough to lead those hearing the report into a 
relaxed, thoughtful and studious attitude which, in turn, 
should augur for progress.” As time has gone on we 
wonder if it is smart or desirable to evade the major fact 
in our minds today. Are we not part and parcel of an alert 
people eager to be led or directed into activities that are 
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directly, indirectly or cumulatively contributions toward 
a more wholesome and trustworthy world? The fact that 
a great breed of cows brings us here, does not for one 
second relieve us of any duty or obligation, no matter 
how minute. Nor does it, nor should it, regardless of one’s 
philosophy of life, lessen the subconscious nervous ex- 
pectancy for a message from the front with the black stars 
in the upper left-hand corner; about your son, or mine,— 
your brother or mine,—and soon your sister or mine. 

We hope to add to such data as is expected in relation 
to the state of your breed, some indication as to what is the 
outlook for the future. 

Time brings new problems—and the needs of the hour 
are urgent beyond comparison. So it should be unusually 
good news to this meeting to hear that never have there 
been so many new members in one year (206); and further 
the active list (2,259) is the largest in our history. This 
does not mean that it is but the fruits of an enlarged fol- 
lowing of the breed. It is a consciousness on the part of 
these people that there is work to do beyond the confines 
of our own herds, counties and states. It brings, as well, 
new inspiration to those you have chosen to be responsible 
for carrying out the wishes of the membership. 

Membership interest is the most valuable asset any 
association can have from the standpoint of building a 
service which is so satisfactory that the end product is 
public acceptance and good-will. 

It is always interesting to bring to the members a some- 
what detailed report on the new members. The states 
that have 10 or more new members this year are: Pennsy]l- 
vania 24, Ohio 19, New Jersey 14, Virginia and Illinois 13 
each, New York and Michigan 12 each, Indiana 11, and 
California and Wisconsin 10 each. These new members 
represent 34 states and the District of Columbia. Resigna- 
tions for the past year number six. They are, Mrs. M. L. 
Weston Afflerbach, Pennsylvania; George W. Bacon, New 
York; Mrs. William M. Benjamin, New York; Foxburg 
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Recordings of Guernsey cattle, 1932-42. Columns show a very definite 
increase in recordings of Guernseys during the past ten years.

Farms, Inc., Pennsylvania; Ox Bow Farm, Inc., Michigan; 
and Wood Brook Farm, Inc., New Jersey. 

The list of deceased members is most unusual—22 pass- 
ing during the fiscal year—and even an hour would be too 
short a time in which to do them justice, for among them 
are the names of both leaders and men who have made 
history for the breed. 

Who could hear the name of E. T. Gill of New Jersey and 
fail to have conjured up in his mind the Glenwoods, the 
first Advanced Register cow, the farmers’ class, the birth 
report and a long list of other contributions to the welfare 
of all interested in Guernseys? Here passed one of the 
greatest friends the breed has ever known. 

Judge W. B. Quarton of Iowa, a constant attendant -at 
these meetings, enthusiastic and always promoting the 
breed, was one of the oldest in point of service. 

August Ziesing of Illinois was past 80. He was in the 
breed years before many of us became associated with it, 
and all who knew him immediately felt the radiance of a 
true gentleman. 

Frank Graham Thomson of Pennsylvania made ‘‘Brook- 
mead” synonymous with well-bred cattle of high produc- 
tion. 

Mrs. E. W. Strawbridge Brophy had an integral part in 
developing and founding the Glenwoods. In recent years 
her activity was restricted, but that fact in no way dims the 
memory of her activities in the past. 

Harry Bailey of New York, in his jovial and energetic 
way, wrote his name into the breed by devotion to high 
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production with Florham Laddie 20431 as the fountain 
head. 

H. H. Buckley, New York, past 80, made the phrase 
“Bigger and Better Guernseys’”” known nationally. His 
specialty was starting new breeders and making repeat 
customers of them. 

Judge John S. Candler, Georgia, made Mileybright Farm 
take its place in the founding of many herds in the South 
in the past. It was he who constantly championed the breed 
in the South and the southern breeder in these meetings, 
He jealously guarded the position on the Executive Com. 
mittee that when once filled by a southerner stayed that 
way—and to the welfare of the Club. 


Frank C. Dunn of Vermont was not known to very 
many members in other states but in his own locality and 
state he was a pillar. He was courageous enough to calf- 
hood vaccinate years before its acceptance generally, and 
constantly had in mind the welfare of his state and national 
organization. 

Gladden Davis of Maryland is another passing member 
little known nationally; but to know two things about him 
meant never forgetting him. First, his devotion to his 
parents and family, and second, his having demonstrated 
so completely that there is a good living for anyone who 
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will make breeding Guernsey cattle a major project in a 
farming program. 

Others were George B. Agnew, Albert A. Bird, Arthur 
Curtis James and Hamilton F. Kean of New York; C. W. 
Brammer of Virginia; John C. Haartz and Robert F. Her- 
rick of Massachusetts; J. W. Howell, Maryland; Louis G. 
Kaufman of Michigan; Charles S. Mills of New Hampshire; 
R. W. Krobitzsch of California and Frederick K. Leatherbee 
of Vermont. 

Since last we met the transition of the national emer- 
gency has matured one more step toward the “all-out” 
goal. We still feel that the dairy industry has need for a 
more rapid acceptance of a number of fundamentals. One 
of these is efficiency of production, and no factor within 
this field is more important than the kind of cows used, and 
no cow is, or has become, more important than the Guern- 
sey. 

This fact is substantiated by the data gathered from the 
Herd Register Division, where 173,920 papers were hand- 
led; 13,057 more than at any time in the past. These are 
divided into 61,176 registrations, 42,738 transfers, 37,114 
birth reports and 32,892 incorrect papers. Registrations 
increased about 6 per cent and transfers 10 per cent. 

Seventeen hundred thirty-nine letters (6 each working 
day) were written about artificial insemination. 

Where do these recording activities originate? Every 
state in the union, Alaska, Hawaii and foreign countries. 


Registrations and transfers for all dairy breeds. In the first set of columns 
at the left, the first column indicates that registrations for all the dairy 
breeds increased 64 per cent during the past ten years. During that same 
period, as indicated by the second column, Guernsey registrations increased 
96 per cent. The second pair of columns shows the increase in sales of 
pure bred dairy cattle during the past ten years. The first of the second 
pair of columns is all dairy breed sales that increased 103 per cent, while 
Guernsey Sales increased 137 per cent as indicated by the second column. 
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The 10 leading states for registrations were Pennsylvania, 
7,073; Wisconsin, 5,711; New York, 5,073; Ohio, 4,871; 
Michigan, 3,456; Indiana, 3,137; Virginia, 2,715; Illinois, 
2,408; Minnesota, 2,114; and Maryland, 2,047. No other 
state had over 2,000, but California with 1,927, North 
Carolina, 1,910, Washington, 1,715, Massachusetts, 1,689, 
New Jersey, 1,661, lowa, 1,601, South Carolina, 1,070, and 
Oregon, 1,064, had over 1,000. 

Among these recordings was, of course, the animal upon 
which many remarks were based a year ago. The millionth 
recorded Guernsey,—recorded by Frank Kummer, Climax, 
New York, and the title transferred to Richard Bauer, 
Climax, New York. 

Wisconsin was second in registrations, but an easy first 
for the sale of bulls, 1,387; followed by Pennsylvania, 
1,178, and no other state sold more than 1,000 bulls, but 
California, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Michigan, Minnesota, 
New York, Ohio, Virginia and Washington sold over 500. 
For total sales of both cows and bulls the first four states 
were Pennsylvania, 4,644; Ohio, 3,870; Wisconsin, 3,612; 
New York, 3,265. 

New breeders reached a new high of 2,457, or 122 more 
than last year. Nine states had over 100 new breeders, 
Pennsylvania, 248; Ohio, 217; Indiana, 159; Michigan, 
and New York, 153 each; North Carolina, 135; Illinois, 
133; Virginia, 117; and Wisconsin, 105. Six more states 
had over 50 new breeders, California, 77; lowa, 76; Oregon, 
66; Missouri, 65; Minnesota, 63; Maryland, 62; and South 
Carolina, 53. : 

A number of interesting facts are made available by study-

ing more in detail the activities of the Herd Register Divi- 
sion. For instance, the expense due to errors in papers 
submitted, cost in labor and postage was $2,246. Add to 
this the fact that a number of these are never corrected and 
returned, and it will be seen that well over $5,000 is lost 
due to errors. 

The new four generation certificates are now in use and 
have been for some time. It was considered wise to use 
up all the old 3 generation certificates in the interest of 
economy before starting the new ones. 

What the eventualities will be in the Advanced Register 
work is as yet indefinite, but to ignore the evident trends 
would be to leave hundreds of breeders stranded midway 
in their testing programs. Plans are well under way to 
provide some form of relief to the situation affecting test 
supervision. 

The Pure Bred Dairy Cattie Association, through the 
Dairy Bureau at Washington, thence to the Experiment 
Stations and State Extension Services, have been able to 
relieve the immediate tire situation; but should more acute 
conditions develop, less frequent supervisory periods may 
be one means of relief. 

The use of women or older men as supervisors may help 
solve the labor problem insofar as testing is concerned. 

Regardless of opinion to the contrary, we believe this 
matter of supervision will be one, if not the major, ad- 
ministrative problem this coming year. It is a worthy 
project, too, when we realize that breeders doing regular 
Advanced Register work increased to 928 the past year 
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with 7,857 cows. The Herd Improvement work had 309 
breeders with 2,839 cows or a total of 1,228 breeders and 
10,696 cows were active in the test work the past year. 

In the number of breeders testing in regular Advanced 
Register work, the Guernsey breed has 345 more than the 
combined number of Holstein, Jersey, Ayrshire and Brown 
Swiss. In Herd Improvement work, the Guernsey breed, 
with 300 herds under test, is exceeded only by the Holstein 
breed. For both testing divisions combined, the Guernsey 
breed leads all others in number of breeders testing, 1,228, 
as compared with the second breed, Holstein, that has 677, 
In total cows, the Guernsey breed is exceeded by Holstein, 
with 16,748, and slightly by the Jersey, that has 10,854. 

There is a continued tendency to test entire herds under 
the Advanced Register Herd Test plan, and 69.9 per cent 
of all breeders testing in regular Advanced Register work 
are doing herd testing. The combined number of herds 
for the two plans of herd testing (Advanced Register and 
Herd Improvement) is 77.3 per cent of the total number of 
herds under test. 

There is from time to time concern on the part of some in 
relation to the triple letter classification. This phase of the 
work becomes more popular from year to year until now 
33.9 per cent of all the Advanced Register entries are for 
this class. 

The records made in the Guernsey breed today are non- 
selective. The attention of some so-called educational 
leaders is hereby asked. 

Pennsylvania, with 694 entries, is the leading state in 
number of cows under Advanced Register test followed by 
New Jersey with 646, New York with 579, Ohio with 531, 
and Indiana with 445. 

The states showing the greatest increase in number of 
cows on test are: 


New Jersey 194 Ohio 39 
Indiana 138 Massachusetts 33 
Maryland 112 Mississippi 27 
North Carolina 57 Colorado 24 


It should be borne in mind that a considerable task fell 
to this division this year in reorganizing its work to correlate 
routine with the new procedure in publishing the Advanced 
Register activities. No distinction is now recognized, in- 
sofar as publishing is concerned, between any animals due 
to the number of progeny completing records. One pro- 
geny secures as complete publishing procedure for either 
sire or dam as does the qualifying number of five daughters 
for an Advanced Register sire or two Advanced Register 
progeny for a Great Producing Dam. No step has been 
more advantageous for the small breeder than this. In 
fact, it completely satisfies the general complaint that a 
small breeder cannot make Advanced Register sires on the 
requirement of five daughters. The fact still remains, of 
course, that few would care to base analysis on less than 
five daughters, but data on one daughter is better than 
none, and further failure to ever accept Advanced Register 
sons as qualifying material for Advanced Register sires, 
left unpublished considerable data of significant importance. 

It would seem, therefore, that complete publishing in 
print of every activity of production leaves all breeders to 
their own choice of analysis and use of such data. The 
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size of the herd no longer is a factor in getting all animals 
before the public. 

Some contrasting figures make interesting clarifications 
of the above discussion. There have been 7,333 sires 
qualified for the Advanced Register since the founding of 
Advanced Register work, but there are 24,326 sires that 
have done recognized transmitting as now printed in the 
Performance Register. There have been qualified to date 
14,953 Great Producing Dams, but there are 89,894 females 
that have performed. 

Does this discussion leave in your minds the complete- 
ness with which your breed makes available data for study? 

Creditable as are the 32 records of over 1,000 pounds of 
butter fat in the breed, it does not compare with the deep 
basic and thrilling fact that 72,732 records for all time 
average 10120.8 pounds of milk and 502.7 pounds of 
Butter Fat. There are no computations to attain this aver- 
age, no maturity ““hypodermics,” or correction for number 
of milkings. This average is what marketable butter fat 
could have been sold for income were these cows in one 
herd milking for one year. The statistician may correct 
for environment, age, and number of times milked so the 
geneticist can breed cattle, but the cattle breeder must 
count production for which he can get money with which 
to live, and our breed continues to demonstrate its value 
on the net income basis, although marked evidence is 
accumulating to prove a concerted effort in some quarters 
to legislate this fact into obscurity. 

Seven cows of the breed have 2 records, two cows have 
3 records, and 2 cows have 4 records, each of more than 
900 pounds of butter fat. One has 7 records of more than 
800 pounds of butter fat. Two cows have 11 and 1 has 12 
Advanced Register records. Five have made records of 
more than 875 pounds of fat on twice-a-day milking. Two 
have made records of more than 900 pounds at the ad- 
vanced age of 11 years or over, and 1 produced over 770 
pounds of butter fat at 18 years of age. 

The 6,221 Advanced Register records approved during 
the past fiscal year, including Triple Letter records, average 
505.2 pounds of butter fat. The number of Triple Letter 
records approved is 1,443, or 23.2 per cent of all records 
made. 

Three world’s records have been approved this year. 
One was made in Triple Letter Class and two in Double 
Letter Classes. 

There were 14,843 Herd Improvement records approved 
to April 1, 1942, averaging 8617.4 pounds of milk and 
423.7 pounds of butter fat and testing 4.92 per cent. The 
2,352 Herd Improvement records approved this year aver- 
age 8708.4 pounds of milk and 425.4 pounds of butter 
fat, testing 4.89 per cent. 

Michigan leads both in the number of herds testing 
(59) and in number of cows under test (570) in the Herd 
Improvement Division. 

Considerably more interesting data could be presented 
in relation to the breed’s production and reproduction— 
time, however, is limited. 

The Guernsey Breeders’ Journal trinity is statistics, 
editorial material, and advertising. There is always a 
practical question to answer in regard to these three de- 
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partments. Only one of them may, without appreciable 


financial loss, overbalance the other two, and that is 
advertising. 

The result, of course, is to constantly strive to maintain 
the proper balance. It was found during the past year 
that to retain any semblance of self-support, the advertising 
rates had to be increased; and even though this was done, 
the constantly growing circulation, now 9,240, together 
with other increased costs still left this division with a loss. 

The coverage of the Journal is unusual. We know of no 
live stock publication that approaches it. Forty-three and 
one-half per cent of the 20,284 breeders with whom we 
did any kind of business the past year were readers of the 
Journal. This percentage has constantly increased, and 
in the past twenty years has changed from 28 per cent to 
43.5 per cent—the proof that the publication is constantly 
sensitive to the readers’ desires editorially and that the 
advertising copy is selling. 

New York claims more of the 8,841 paid subscriptions 
than any other state with 1,095; followed by Pennsylvania 
with 802; Ohio, 574; Wisconsin, 474; Indiana, 422; and 
Illinois, 408. No other state has over 400, but New Jersey, 
Florida, Rhode Island and Nevada have either more or as 
many paid subscribers as there are active breeders in those 
states. Some would call this a 100 per cent average. 

The usual May and October special issues were pro- 
duced and the unusual demand for those large issues ac- 
counts for considerable of the financial loss this year. 
One thousand one hundred eighty-six pages of advertising 
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were sold and 779 of these were under contract. The high 
states were Pennsylvania, 148; New York, 140; Maryland, 
108: and Massachusetts, 107. No other state had over 100 
pages. 

There continues to be a gradual shifting of dominance 
by areas in the advertising pages. New England and the 
Middle Atlantic States at one time used 75 per cent of the 
advertising pages, but are now using but 58 per cent, while 
the Middle West and Southern areas are gradually using 
more. 


The Journal contained 2,588 pages the past year of which 
674, or 26 per cent, were statistics, 692, or 26.8 per cent, 
were editorial, and 1,221, or 47.2 per cent, were advertising. 


All states but Kentucky, New Mexico, New York, 
North Dakota, Rhode Island, and South Dakota, showed 
an increase in circulation. 


New highs were established for contract, transient, and 
commercial advertising. 

A publication like our breed magazine has problems of 
policy that at times are confusing to some, especially to 
the new breeder. The latter hopes to find primary editorial 
material, but fails to realize that he is but 12 per cent of the 
paid circulation. Some readers conclude that because an 
article on any subject is given space, The American Guern- 
sey Cattle Club is endorsing the advocacy of the author. 


Auction sales. Guernsey cattle sold at public auction last year for 
$1,033,810.90 as indicated by the first column. The smaller and second 
column incidates the sale of 4,612 animals. The average price was 
$224.16. The second pair of columns shows the sale of $1,103,701.25 
for Holsteins with 5,953 head sold, as indicated by the adjoining column, 
for an average of $185.40. The third series of columns indicates the sale 
of $405,887 worth of Jerseys with a total of 2,839 sold for an average 
of $142.96 per head. Guernseys have a premium of $39 over the Hol- 
stein average and $81 over the Jersey average. The difference in price 


of Guernseys over Jerseys has increased over a period of years but has held 
about the same over Holsteins. 


An effort is made to give some primary material, and there 
never has been at any time a project of trying to influence 
the breeders as a policy of the editorial staff. Both sides 
of a question are presented if both sides have advocates. 

Few realize the task of preparation of advertising copy, 
There were 988 advertisements written by the staff, mostly 
by the advertising manager. This service alone can be 
credited as one of the basic reasons for the happy relation. 
ship and following the Journal has established. 

The entire time allotted to the Secretary’s report could 
be spent on any one of the several divisions of the Club, 
It is always an interesting task to read the various reports 
and attempt to select from each that which gives a rapid 
and complete picture. 

There is added this year, by virtue of motions passed at 
the last annual meeting, a new division as such, The 
Performance Register. 

Insofar as the work of this division is concerned, there 
is but one new idea. That is that all performance data for 
every animal be assembled and printed in a useful form in 
one publication. 

The largest circulation the Herd Register volumes ever 
had was less than 200. The largest circulation the Advanced 
Register ever had was 686, but the initial paid circulation 
of the Performance Register is, as of April 1, 1,935 copies; 
and if the same number of free copies were added on each 
of the other two publications there would be over 2,100 
circulation. 

There is an unusual thrill in reporting these satisfactory 
sales. 

Every field-man exceeded his quota, but more thrilling 
is the fact that breeders pledged payment of $6.00 for the 
volume without other than cursory presentation of what 
it contained. We have accepted this unusual demonstra- 
tion as faith in The American Guernsey Cattle Club on the 
part of the breeders. 

We have had hours of deep concern about this new book. 
Theoretically it should be the answer to every mental 
appetite extant insofar as complete data is concerned. It 
is done—and time will tell whether in the years of searching 
for a more useful book we will have found what is needed. 

All data accumulated since the closing of Volume I. 
(July 1, 1941), will be printed in a summary just as soon 
as it is possible to do so; and immediately following this, 
will come to the Journal subscribers 11 monthly supple- 
ments which will be, we hope, the ultimate in service and 
usefulness to all interested in Guernsey cattle. 

There were 16 distinct steps taken to bring the Per- 
formance Register into existence. We will not attempt to 
detail these, but the immensity of the task is represented 
by the fact that there were 89,894 females included. They 
were classified as: 54,700 Advanced Register; 9,580 Herd 
Improvement, and these two groups represent 82,046 
records. Cows with one performing progeny numbered 
34,364; Great Producing Dams 15,115; and 978 show 
winners. To these figures, add 7,130 Advanced Registet 
Sires, 9,095 sires with one Advanced Register progeny, 
7,278 grandsires, or those having no Advanced Register 
progeny, but either grandsons or granddaughters with 
Advanced Register performance, and 823 show winners. 
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Summarily, there are 114,220 individual animals with all 
of their performance data in Volume I. of the Performance 


Register. 

Through all of our work, planning, even our troubles, 
the committee of John S. Clark, Gordon Hall, Louis McL. 
Merryman, and President John S. Ames, supported and 
guided us. Some day into the history of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club will be written two things. 


First, the many interesting occurrences that culminated 
in the production of the Performance Register. 


Second, the beginning of a service which has made avail- 
able automatically more data than has or could have been 
presented except through this dream child conceived in a 
desire to give many complete and current data and born 
to wide acceptance and usage. 

It is only fitting in concluding discussion of the Per- 
formance Register to add to the names of John S. Clark, 
Gordon Hall, Louis McL. Merryman and President Ames, 
who represented the governing body and the membership 
in this project, the names of E. W. Bunce, Earl N. Shultz 
and C. M. Cummings, who as staff members not only 
conceived the major program but lent unusual energy to 
its establishment. 


Thus we enter a new era in breed promotion by virtue of 
an unusually well adopted tool. The extension work and 
the information and service have been basic and motivating 
in establishing a working promotion program that has 
developed more unity of purpose, more public favor, more 
breeder and organization ambition and more understanding 
between the breeder and his organization than will ever be 
recognized until the historian reviews the matter. Then 
came GOLDEN GUERNSEY, INC., which lifted the breed 
higher in the depression years through its work than an 
immense amount of money could have done in any other 
form. It was practical because it was one more means of 
making the public conscious of a quality product. 


These service and promotional activities have interesting 
details that are placed in the hands of our superiors and 
published numerically by activities in the Journal. Rather 
than present this detail we prefer to sketch in our remaining 
time some thoughts for the future. 


The Information and Service Division is preparing the 
usual materials for breeder help and promotion, also private 
herd record forms that not only will aid greatly in keeping 
accurate data, but will make the use of vital statistics on 
the breed and each herd more easily applied in selection and 


breeding. 

A new bulletin on the breed is now available in Spanish 
and other languages of the Americas will follow. 

The field work is faced with new problems of contact. 
More concentrated regional work and more complete 
action within the region will solve some of the problems, 
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but the entire staff of men are energetically planning to 
reconstruct their work in keeping with present conditions. 
The local fairs, parish shows, judging conferences and 
similar activities are already being used toward the nation’s 

objectives. Labor supply will be a new project in field 

work. It may be found that the experiment stations super- 

vising the testing program can use our men on some of our 

breed’s testing work. In general, the offices of extension 

service will develop as clearing points for the problems 

arising as the dairy industry absorbs more and more of the 

national burden. 

The conference of local, state and national field-men will 
devote its entire time to planning for the eventualities 
ahead. 

The inter-breed contacts have proved helpful through 
the Pure Bred Dairy Cattle Association. Much has been 
done and more is to follow the greater uniformity in such 
activities as can be unified without embarrassment or in- 
jury to any breed. The anatomical uniform score card for 
dairy cows, which is based on the order of observation, is 
now in use and in the hands of every college in America. 
Conferring with representatives of the American Dairy 
Science Association, the United States Department of 
Agriculture, Dairy Bureau, and all five breeds present, 
uniform procedure in a number of activities is being studied. 
The Court of Dairy Queens was repeated at the National 
Dairy Show and a special exhibit was presented at the 
Eastern States Exposition. All of these projects tend to- 
ward more complete understanding. The greatest accom- 
plishment, however, is the concerted and unanimous effort 
toward broader recognition of the value of the pure bred 
in profitable dairying. 

Thus another year has passed and we bring to the mem- 
bers of The American Guernsey Cattle Club a report of 
usual new highs in many of the breed’s activities. 


Whilst these were being made throughout our land, 
other new highs have occurred throughout much of the 
world—new highs in beastliness, deception, misunder- 
standing, slaughter of the innocent, and lack of any sem- 
blance to honor in combat. 

We, ina free land, for some time have been sheltered 
from the major storm, but in a few months we have learned 
more of our problems than in the preceding 20 years. 


To look back upon a year such as we have ended only 
clarifies the objectives of the united nations. 


Millions ready to die for these objectives have left our 
shores and more are yet to follow. 


Years of sacrifice and hard work lie ahead, but in spite 
of the cynic we count the days until the bluebirds have 
returned to the White Cliffs of Dover, and midst the lowing 
of our herds, we hear the war is over—'tis peace and 
victory!

Membership in Golden Guernsey, Inc., is limited to

The activities of Golden Guernsey, Inc., are mainly: 

(a) The collection of fees from the users of the Golden 
Guernsey trade-mark, and the disbursement of such 
funds for national advertising and legal fees for 
protection of the trade-mark, and for administrative 
purposes. 

(b) The purchase and sale of advertising service supplies. 


As the income to Golden Guernsey, Inc., has been in- 
sufficient to meet overhead expenses, The American Guern- 
sey Cattle Club, Inc., has appropriated a certain amount 
monthly to Golden Guernsey, Inc., such amounts being 
treated as expense to the former and income to the latter.

GUERNSEY milk. Pearl Harbor, rubber, milk control, dif. 
ferences on policy, all added up to encourage a scattering 
of time, travel and effort. Yet, income from royalty on 
milk sales increased 8.2 per cent. Income also went over 
the $100,000 mark for the first time, totaling $101,345.27; 
expenditures of $96,853.60 made possible an addition of 
$4,491.67 to the surplus account. 

The increase in legal expenses was due to the retaining 
of an attorney on milk control. The New York, Pennsyl- 
vania and Massachusetts associations as well as the Central 
Office have made use of his services. The technical lan- 
guage of amendments and orders make obligatory the use 
of an experienced person if breeders are to be notified of 
possible injury and if relief is to be sought. The attorney, 
through other interests and retainers, spent full time at 
several lengthy hearings, relieving our agents for other 
work. 

The Michigan office was organized during the year. 
Both Ohio and Michigan breeders should gain by this 
addition. Michigan has 1,400 breeders who need the paid 
assistance of a full-time man and Ohio with 2,200 breeders 
is in a position to use the full time of two men. 

Over a period of years more than one-third of all skim- 
milk has been fed to live stock. To encourage this skim- 
milk into manufacture for lease lend shipment a high price fot 
solids-not-fat with little or no increase in butter fat premiums 
has occurred. The premium for higher testing milk has not 
been eliminated, but many producers feel that any equaliza- 
tion program or price fixing which reduced the true value 
on the market is inequitable. Growth factors recently 
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found in butter fat, not in vegetable fats, in addition to its 
palatability, should strengthen butter to its proper place 
in nutrition. 

The story of the milk situation in general is an important 
one because dairying is Uncle Sam’s largest business. 
Consumers have been increasing their food expenditures 
rapidly since the middle of 1940 when the Defense Program 
got rolling, and a further increase of 7 per cent for milk 
alone is the goal for 1942. With production, milk con- 
sumption is up about 4 per cent per capita, and milk prices, 
retail and wholesale, are up. Continued good employment 
and the diet to be provided for our 1,400,000 soldiers 
(which includes more milk than they would normally use), 
will probably keep home consumption up. Add to this the 
nutrition campaign being made by the Government and 
the nation’s milk supply into the manufacture of cheese 
and evaporated milk for our United Nations’ partners and 
we see clearly the task before the dairyman. Nineteen 
forty-one was a peak production year for dairy cows. Al- 
though there will be a few more cows in 1942, milk pro- 
duction per cow will have to be boosted 5 or 6 per cent 
above the all-time record of 1941, if the government goal 
is to be reached. The limiting factor in this increase will 
be labor, scarce because of men being sent into the armed 
forces, and because of the high wages paid to defense 
workers. 

As always, sales of premium milk in particular are affected 
by general market conditions. The increase of fluid milk 
prices, which were as much as 3 Cents per quart on some 
markets, had its effect on GOLDEN GUERNSEY milk sales. 


Ten infringements were handled during the year and 55 
trade-mark inquiries furnished agents and representatives. 


National advertising on a comparative schedule to other 
years was carried in women’s magazines, medical and trade 
publications. 


Distributor advertising fell off somewhat during the year 
due to conditions and time available for development. 


Larger space used in women’s magazines has resulted in 
better readership and the double trade-mark feature of our 
advertising establishes the name and purpose in the minds 
of the consumer. With the war, more emphasis is on 
helpful advertising. Nutrition, economy, ease of prepara- 
tion, is stressed. 


During the year 175,000 folders, 111,000 blotters, 170,- 
000 bottle collars, 12,000 Why GOLDEN GUERNSEY Books 
and 4,000 Bride’s Books were distributed. Also distri- 
buted were over 2,000 plaques of the cow and bull, cow 
and calf, and Snake River scenes; over 4,000 store cards, 
mounted posters, displays, clocks and farm signs. A total 
of 15,000 celluloid calendars and 26,000 Snake River calen- 
dars and decalcomanias for 4,000 trucks were shipped; also 
matches totaled 700,000 packs and paper napkins 200,000. 
Prizes to drivers numbered 200 jugs, 900 knives, 1,000 
pencils and 700 honor emblems.

Comments on Earnings 


We have not audited the operating accounts in detail, 
but have made sufficient tests of the transactions reflected 
in the statement of income and expense and surplus to 
satisfy ourselves as to its general accuracy. 


As the income of the corporation has been insufficient 
to meet overhead expenses, The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club, Inc., has appropriated to Golden Guernsey, Inc., a 
definite monthly sum to cover the deficiency in income. 
From July 1, 1934, to January 31, 1942, this appropriation 
was $1,000 a month. This amount is treated as expense 
of the Cattle Club and as income of Golden Guernsey, Inc. 


The American Guernsey Cattle Club, Inc., charges 
Golden Guernsey, Inc., $50 a month for storage and mis- 
cellaneous services.

Ridgeway, production manager of 
Borden Company, San Antonio, Texas, 
and R. B. Price, Price’s Dairies, El 
Paso, Texas.
